AMALGAMATED GAS. 


Organization of Another Big Trust 
in New York, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 


NEW YORK, June 11.—The practical 
consolidation of the ga&S companies of 
this city and Brooklyn has caused a 
sensation in financial circles. Those 
who have been engaged in the effort 
to amalgamate the various corporations 
have vigorously denied that the con- 
solidation had been finally settled, but 
it is practically completed, and the 
plans agreed to by those most largely 
interested in the four companies. 

The plan of the companies is to man- 
ufacture all the gas used in Greater 
New York in one great plant, which is 
now the property of the East River 
Company, this plant is located at 
Ravenswood, Long Island, The real 
estate belonging to the Consolidated, 
the Equitable and the Standard along 
the East River is to be disposed of, and 
bonds of all the companies are to be 
retired with the money realized on the 
A*handsome surplus will re- 
sult. 

The companies concerned, the Con- 
solidated, Standard, Equitable and 
East River, have a total capital stock 
of $56.445,000, two thirds of which is 
represented by the Consolidated, and a 
bonded indebtedness of $11,150,000. The 
real estate along East River is con- 
servatively estimated to be worth $20,- 
000,000, and it is probably worth much 
more. Besides the heads of the de- 
partments, the labor of thousands of 
workmen can be done away with, and 
he profits of 1896 are expected to be 
doubled. 

According .to official statements, the 
companies cleared $4,915,000 last year. 
Some of the wealthiest financiers in 
New York are interested in the con- 
solidation, among them being William 
E. Rockefeller and Russell Sage.

Hard Fight and a Close 
Vote on Sugar, 


Caucus Amendment Changing the 
House Rate Adopted, 


Mr. White Charges Republicans 
With Inconsistency. 


Defense of the Bill by Mr. Allison. 
#iow the Members Voted on the 
Question—Convention Looking to 
Annexation of Hawaii. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

“WASHINGTON, June 11.—The first 
test vote on the sugar schédule was 
taken late today, resulting in the adop- 
tion of the Republican. caucus amend- 
ment, changing the House rate of 
1.95 cents per pound by the close vote of 
yeas, 32; nays, 30. 

The affirmative vote was made up of 
twenty-nine Republicans, one Demo- 
crat (Mr. McEnery of Louisiana;) one 
Silver Republican (Mr. Jones of Ne- 
vada,) and one Populist (Mr. Stewart 
of Nevada.) The negative vote was 
made up of twenty-five Democrats, 
three Populists and«two Silver Repub- 
licans. It was the closest vote so far 
taken on an issue of importance, and 
wds accepted as showing that any 
amendment having the sanction of 
the caucus was assured of adoption. 

The vote was taken after a day spent 
in speeches on the effect of the sugar 
schedule. The main speech of the day 
came from Mr. Allison, in charge of 
the bill, and was in the nature of an 
answer to the charges made against 
the sugar schedule as a whole, and a 
defense of it. Mr. Gorman of Maryland 
spoke against the schedwle and the en- 
tire bill, pointing out that its effect 
was to burden the people, without 
opening to us new markets. 

Senator White reviewed the records 
of Republican Senators on the sugar 
schedule during the debate on the Wil- 
son Bill, arraigning them for inconsis- 
tency. Mr. Caffery of Louisiana and 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada also spoke, the 
former against and the latter for, the 
pending schedule, after which the vote 
was taken. 

The first paragraph of the sugar 
schedule was not finally disposed of up 
to the time of adjournment. 

AN INHERITANCE TAX. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Finance today agreed to offer as 
an amendment to the Tariff Bill a 
proposition for an inheritance tax. The 
amendment was prepared by Senator 
Turpie, and was by him presented to 
the Senate on behalf of the Democratic 
minoritv. 

The principal provision of the amend- 
ment is as follows: “That on tnd 
after the first day of January, 1898, and 
for five years thereafter, there shall be 
laid and collected a sum equal to 2 
per cent. of the value of every de- 
cedent's estate as an inheritance tax, 
whether it is testate or intestate, to be 
paid by the executors, administrators 
and trustees thereof, or by the heirs 
or by the distributees, devisees or lega- 
tees when the value of such estate, as 
an inheritance is $5000 and upward, 
except where legacies or bequests are 
made to religious, charitable, educa- 
tional or other organizations which 
may by the laws of the State, Terri- 
tory or district in which the decedent 
was residing at the time of his death, 
be exempt from taxation.’ 


FIGHT FOR RECIPROCITY. 


Indications That the Opposition to 
Hawali is Dying. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—[Special 
Dispatch.] When the first decisive vote 
of the Tariff Bill was taken today, it 
was quite evident that the Repub- 
licans would have no trouble in pass- 
ing it. While the debate was a warm 
one, not one word was said today about 
the Hawaiian treaty, which is taken 
by the friends of the measure to mean 
that most of the opposition has died 
out. Even Senator White, who has an- 
nounced his opposition, said not a word 
against the treaty. The announcement 
of the caucus of Republicans tomor- 
row means that the fight for recipric- 
ity will be made then, and tonight it 
seems as if it must be won. 

Beet sugar came in for much atter?- 
tion today, Senator Allison making it 
the feature of his defense of the bill. He 
said this industry, if given proper pro- 
tection, will be of the greatest amount 
of benefit for the farmers, and relieve 
them of much depression. The neces- 
sity for such protection was shown. and 
it seems now that an effort will be 
made seriously to give the beet-sugar 
men a bounty of one-half of a cent, as 
outlined. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


EXTRA SESSION. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—SENATE. 
—The continuance of the debate on the 
sugar schedule in the Senate served to 
swell. the attendance considerably to- 
day. Before the Tariff Bill was taken 
up, Senator Harris of Kansas intro- 
duced a resolution reciting the status 
of affairs relating to the Union Pacific 
Railroad, and declaring it’ to be the 
sense of the Senate that the treasury 
should take steps to pay off liens prior 
to those of the government, and then 
operate the road, or if that is not 
deemed expedient, .adopt foreclosure 
proceedings in court. The resolution 
went over. The Tariff Bill was taken 
up at 12:15 o’clock, and consideration 
of the sugar schedule was resymed. 

Senator Jones (Dem.) of Arkansas. 
began the discussion by placing on the 
records a statement of the sugar ex- 
pert showing the price of each grade of 
sugar, and the rate of taxation in each 
grade under the Wilson Act and under 
the proposed schedule. 

Mr. Turpie of Indiana, in behalf of 
the minority of the Finance Committee, 
gave notice of a new amendment to be 
offered as an additional paragraph to 


the internal-revenue provisions, placing 


a tax of 2 per cent. on estates of de- 
scendants when their inheritance 
amounts to $5000 or more, and is not 
for the benefit of a religious. charitable, 
educational or like institution, the tax 
to be enforced for five years from Jan- 
uary 1, next. 

Then the question reverted to the 
committee amé@ndment striking out 
1.875 and substitating 1.95. A vote was 
about to be taken when Mr. Caffery 
took the floor and read newspaper 
account of the growth and *velopment 
of the Sugar Trust, thus preventing an 
immediate vote. 

The extracts read by Mr. Caffery 
were very long, and gave in detail the 
profits of the trust by years, its ab- 
sorption of lesser sugar establishments, 
and the internal basiness affairs of the 
organization. 

Mr. Caffery then took up the ques- 
tion as to the amount of raw sugar re- 


quired to make a pound of refined 
sugar. He stated that a reliable expert 
claimed that the government figures 


and estimates were furnished by trust} 
officials and were partisan. 

Mr. Caffery went on to say that a 
countervailing duty of .38 on German 
granulated sugar was ample protection 
to the American refiners. The latter 
held the cane-sugar industry in the 
hollow of their hand, 
control of the American market, with 
the German sugars kept cut, and, in 
his judgmenut, the differential of .38 
on German sugar. was ample against 
them. 

Returning to the general features of 
the schedule, the Senator said this bill 
proposed to give more to the yoo 
Trust than the WiJson Bill, and that 

ave too much. re 
Sugar Trust,” said he, “is 
only gigantic trust,in the world whic 
rests entirely on legislation for its sup- 
port. By legislation it controls the 
cane-sugar product of the world, and 
whenever it thrusts its hand into the 
legislative hall, there was always a 
taint, a kind of malodor arising from 
its efforts to get legislation in its own 
behalf, and if it appears from a rea- 
sonable showing that what the trust 
asks is too much, it should be refused. 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut aroused Mr. 
Caffery to another indignant protest 
against the repeated intimations 
thrown out by the other side that he 
wanted protection for the sugar pro- 

ucer. 

proposition,” said Mr. Platt, 
“is free trade for the refiner and pro- 
tection for the producer.” de 

“IT have stated, and I repeat it again, 
replied Mr. Caffery, his voice rising un- 
til it fairly rang through the chamber, 
“that sugar is the ideal article for a 
Democratic tariff for revenue only. If 
it were for protection I should not ad- 
vocate it.” 

Continuing, he taunted the Republic- 
ans after their experiment with the 
sugar bounty under the McKinley law 
for going back ta sugar for a revenue- 
producing duty. 

“And then,” said he, “they have the 
audacity to throw in our faces the in- 
sidious doctrine of protection.” 

He should not permit either his mo- 
tives or his principles to be assailed. 
He repudiated with a@ passionate dis- 
play of feeling the suggestion that he 
had any personal interest in a big 
sugar concern in his State which bore, 
his name. He had never, he _ said, 
owned a single share of that company, 
and was only in a very small way a 
sugar planter. 

“How much sugar did 
last year?” asked Mr. P 

“About seven hundred thousand 
pounds,”’ replied Mr. Caffery, “from a 
farm of 500 acres. I am the smallest 
planter in my parish, but I say to you 
that if all my fortunes were involved in 
the sugar duty, I would not support it 
except for revenue. A public man who 
is confined within the narrow limits of 
a selfish interest is not fit to hold a 
seat in the United States Senate.’’ 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Caffery’s 
remarks, Mr. White of California took 
the floor. He arraigned the Republic- 
ans for their advocacy of this sugar 
schedule. From the debate on the Wil- 
son Bill he read the remarks of various 
Republican Senators denouncing the 
sugar schedule in that bill which Mr. 
White Rage was not half as advanta- 
geous to e trust as the 
schedule. When he quoted

A Destructive Cyclone in the 
Vicinity of Lyle. 


Nineteen People Injured and One 
Man Killed. 


Damage to Property Estimated at 
$50,000—Loss of Stock—Pecaliar 
Incidents of the Blow — Storm 
Cellars a Refuge. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 


LYLE (Minn.,) June 11.—A terribly- 
destructive cyclone struck in this vi- 
cinity last night, laying waste a 
track about two hundred yards wide, 
and ten miles long. A funnel-shaped 
cloud made its first appearance twelve 
miles west of here. A barn on the 
Funda farm was the first to suffer, J. 
C. Owens’s fine residence, barn and 
granaries were destroyed. The Owens 
family escaped injury. 

At Howards, all outbuildings were de- 
molished. Charles Howard was going 
from the barn to the house when the 
wind struck him. He grabbed hold of 
a large rock and escaped being carried 
away. 

Woodbury schoolhouse was demol- 
ished. Charles Severson’s fine farm 
propertv was all destroyed. His skull 
was badly fractured, and it is feared he 
cannot live. 

William Stipes’s farm buildings were 
picked up and smashed into kindling 
wood. The entire family got in the cel- 
lar. but Mrs. Stipes was badly injured. 

Mrs. Berg’s new house was next de- 
stroyed. At John Johnson's all were in 
the cellar when the house was swept 
from over them, but nobody was hurt. 

Joseph Wyborney’s barn and house is 
gone. One horse was picked up and 
landed eighty rods away without a 
scratch. 

Henry Hanson's buildings were de- 
-stroyed. and Hanson is a corpse. Han- 
son's wife and two children are in a 
critical condition. 

P. J. Johnsen was found hanging to 
a wire fence, very badly cut and un- 
conscious. 

Minnocka schoolhouse was totally de- 
stroyed. August Webber’s barn and 
windmill is gone, and John Webber's 
barns and residence are wrecked. At 
Willis Brvan’s there is a scene of total 
destruction. He gathered his wife and 
three children into a corner of the cel- 
lar, and stood over them. As the house 
was lifted, a stone weighing over two 
hundred pounds rolled down over his 
back, inflicting ugly wounds. 

Christian Peterson's property was all 
destroyed and he cannot live. His sons 
are in a critical condition. In this 
town both the Milwaukee and Illinois 
Central roads had a number of freight 
cars wrecked. Crews from both roads 
are now here clearing up the wreckage. 

Peter Hanson and family were tem- 
porarily living in a ngw barn. This 
structure was totally crushed. Han- 
son had a leg broken and was in- 
jured internally. Mrs. Hanson was 
badly hurt, as was also her son Robert. 
Mrs. N. L. Hugheson and Mr. and Mrs. 
William Brooke of Clarion, lowa, were 
visiting there and all were injured. 

So.far as yet known Henry Hanson 
was the only man killed by the tor- 
nado. There are nineteen injured; 
some so badly that further deaths are 
possible.

THE COLORADO STORM. 


Damage Estimated at from One to 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIE.) 

DENVER (Colo.,) June 11.—A special 
to the News from Wray, Colo., says: 

“The morning light reveals the extent 
of the devastation of yesterday even- 
ing’s storm, and reports have been 
coming from the country all day so 
that we are able to tell pretty nearly 
how far it extended and the amount of 
damage done. Two and a half inches 
of water fell in less than half an hour 
over a territory estimated from five to 
ten miles wide and ten to twenty long. 
The whole country had the appearance 
of an inland sea, and the angry waves 
came down the valley in an angry tor- 
rent, sweeping everything before it. 
The crest of orfe stream that was run- 
ning only a few inches became a tor- 
rent twenty feet deep, filling the val- 
ley, flooding the yards, cellars, houses 
and washing out and carrying away 
fences, crops, gardens, shrubbery and 
trees. 

“From every valley and cafion ficods 
came pouring, swelling the flood and 
increasing the terror. Hail drifted, and 
today it is piled in drifts four feet deep. 
Nothing like it ever was known here. 
Dead stock is being gathered and 
carted away in great loads. People are 
shoveling the drifted hail out of the 
buildings. Fortunately little wind ac- 
companied the storm, otherwise win- 
dows and houses would have been rid- 
dled, and much greater destruction of 
stock would have occurred. This point 
seemed to be the center of the storm. 
Estimates of damage are placed at 
from $1000 to $25,000."

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) June 
An attempt was made upon the lives 
of Gen. J. Smith, governor of the Sol- 
diers’ Home, and his wife and daugh- 
ter, between 4 and 5 o'clock this morne- 
ing, by some dastard who is as yet une 
known. Dynamite was employed in the 
outrage. 

The explosion, which all but demol- 
ished the governor's beautiful resi- 
dence, aroused the residents of the 
city, and houses trembled as if under- 
going an earthquake shock.

MIGHTY ROAR FROW THE CROWD 
IN THE AULDITORILM, 


Ieverybody Cheers the Chief Magis«- 
trate—A Speech by Gov. Bushnell 
fe Interrupted by Applause 
for Mra. MehKinicy.

NASHVILLE (Tenn...) June 11.—At § 
o'clock this morning the Presidential 
tour merged into the centennial cele- 
bration of the admission of Tennesse 
the Union. early a.m.., 
when the train reached Green, 
a crowd had assembled and an artil- 
lery salute fired. Although this 
was somewhat to the discomfort of 
those’ who wished to eleep, no great 
harm was done, and the Presidential 
party, in good health and spirits, was 
ready to receive the greetings, official 
and popular, at the Nashville railway

Fiation. where thousands were 
sembied, many hundreds of them being 
in uniform. The party was driven 
epeedily to the Maxwell House, and 
there provided with acconpmnodations 


and breakfast. 

As soon as breakfast was over the 
Presidential party was ushered into 
carriages from the Church-street en- 
trance of the Maxwell House, and the 
line was soon formed, the press corre- 
BSpondents and many gorgeously-at- 
tired members of Gov. Bushnell’s staff 
occupying three huge tally-ho coaches. 


In the first carriage .were President 
McKinley, Mrs. Van Leer Kirkman, 
president of the woman's board, and 
Maj. J. W. Thomas, president of the 


centennial company. _In other car- 
riages were the secretaries and visiting 
distinguished guests and the ladies of 
the party, each accompanied by a 
prominent local gentleman or lady. 

The main procession formed,on Broad 
street, a very handsome thoroughfare, 
the upper end of which is lined with 
handsome residences and beautiful 
trees, the grounds of the Vanderbilt 
University being especially notable. As 
a guard of honor, a mounted detach- 
ment of Confederate veterans, com- 
manded by Capt. George F. Hager, 
ranged themselves immediately in front 
of the President's carriage. They wore 
the old-time gray, but the buckles of 
their belts bore the insignia “U. 8.” In 
the rear of the line of carriages 
marched the battalion of the Sixth In- 
faniry, under the command of Col. 
Minor, sent from Fort Thomas, and 
headed by their fine band. State 
troops and a particularly fine-looking 
body of the Cincinnati police, under 
command of their chief, made wp the 
“uniformed part of the parade. The 
Streets were lined with admiring thou- 
sands, and as this is preéminently an 
educational center, a large portion of 
the crowd was made up of students of 
both sexes and of both races. 

As the head of the procession turned 
into the main entrance of the exposi- 


tion grounds, a battery of artillery 
boomed forth the national salute of 
twenty-five guns. It was within. the 


gZrounds and led by. the Centennial 
chimes which rang forth from the top 
of the Administration Building, that 
the enthusiasm reached its climax. 

The enthusiasm was shared by 
Visitors to the fullest extent, and 
them was the added incentive of the 
beauty of the buildings and _ the 
grounds, which burst on them for the 
first time. 

The auditorium in which the exer- 
cises of the day were held will seat 
comfortably 7500 people, and fully 20 
per cent. more than that number was 
added today in the crowds that filled 
the foyers and the unseated part of the 
galleries. It was hot, but the heat 
could not check the joyousness and en- 
thusiasm. A wandering band played 
“Dixie” just before the last gun of the 
Salute announced the President's ar- 
rival in the grounds, and that air, loved 
for its associations by Southerners and 
for its suggestive melody by North- 
erners, brought out a wave of hearty 
cheers. They were mut murmurs, how- 
ever, compared to the mighty roar 
bursting forth as William McKinley, 
President of the United States, with 
Mrs. Kirkman, beautifully gowned in 
Summery materials, walked down the 
aisie and upon the platform. Generous 
was the applause given to the members 
of the Cabinet and distinguished visit- 
ors including Gov. Bushnell and staff 
of Ohio, while to Gov. Taylor a gener- 
ous outburst was awarded Commis- 
sioner of Pensions H. Clay Evans. a 
native Tennessean, was also the recip- 
fent of hearty cheers. 

Mrs. McKinley had wisely concluded 
not to accompany the party in the pro- 
cession, and great was the disappoint- 
ment expressed at her non-appearance.

When she did come, it gave rise tao one 


of the most delightful incidents of the 
trip. Gov. Bushne!l was in the middle 
of his speech when a cheer, swelling 
from the back of the auditorium and 
thence communicating to the main 
floor and the galleries, showed that 
fome event of extraordinary interest 
Was transpiring. A moment later Mrs. 
McKinley appeared in the central aisle. 
leaning on the arm of James R. Dunn. 
and accompanied bw her aunt. Mrs. 
Saxton, and Mrs. John Hill Eakin. the 
latter of Nashville. Gov. Bushnell 
gracefully yielded the floor, and the im- 
mense audience was on its feet in a 
moment, cheering most lustilv. 

The cheers were redoubled when this 
gentle lady of the White House reached 
the platform and the outstretched 
hands of her husband. who hurried to 
meet and greet her and conduct her to 
@ seat by his side, the President's sec- 
retary, John Addison Porter, and wife 
heing immediately behind her. A huge 
bunch of roses was handed Mrs. Me- 
Kinley, and as she bowed and smiled 
her thanks the crowd again broke into 
cheers. 

Incidental to the speaking which fo!l- 
lowed was the applause which greeted 
any reference to Tennessee's loyalty to 
the Tnion. And when President Mc- 
Kinley declared Tennessee’s sons were 
now loval to the core, and the Union, a 


third of a centurv ago so nearly dis- 
rupted, was now bound to stand for al! 
time. the boom of applause and the 


roar of enthusiasm was something long 
to he remembered and gratifying to 
every Northern man present. 

After the conclusion of ceremonies in 
the auditorium. which were much added 
to by the music by Innis’s Band, the 
President and some of his party visited 
the Parthenon. which is the art reposi- 
tory. and the Children’s building. and 
then repaired to the West Side Club- 


house, a handsome structure near the 
Administration building and fronting 
the Parthenon. In the ladies’ parlor 


there Mrs. McKinley held an informal 
reception. Later in the afternoon she 
and the President gave a reception to 
women only at the Woman's building. 

During the luncheon the residents in 
“Vanity Fair.’’ which is similar in 
many respects to the Midway Plaisance 
at Chicago,,formed a unique procession

and marched past the clubhouse, from 
the galleries of which, where the 
luncheon was served, a good view could 
be obtained of the camels, Asiatics, 
Chinamen and old-time negroes. 

When the luncheon drew to a close, 
there’ were general demands for 
speeches from one or another of the 
men of national prominence present, 
and Gov. Bushnell, Gov. Taylor, Secre- 
tarv Sherman, Congressman Grosvenor, 
Mavor McKisson of Cleveland and Col. 
Charles Page Bryan of Illinois re- 
sponded. All the speeches were in the 
lieht vein suitable to the occasion, and 
meny lively sallies and humorous al- 
lusions met appreciative reception. 

From 6 o'clock until 7:30 in the even- 
ing, and immediately following the re- 
ception by the President and wife in 
the Woman's building, the visiting 
newspaper men were heartily enter- 
tained by their local brethren in the 
Press building. At & o'clock a fine dis- 
plaw of fireworks over the lake and on 
its shores was viewed by President and 
Mrs. McKinley and party from the 
steps of the Parthenon. The  distin- 
guished sightseers were guarded by a 
cordon of regulars, and evidently 
greatly enjoyed the exhibition. Their 
enjoyment was shared by thousands 
who were densely packed in all the 
available grounds, bridges, boats, roofs 
and galleries. 

Not at all inferior to the flreworks 
was the illumination of all the struc- 
tures by means of search and electric 
lichts, there being a notable profusion 
of the latter. The fireworks over, the 
President and Mrs. McKinley returned 
to the city, tired and a little worn by 
the heat. but ready to accord the day 
a high place on the calendar of remem- 
brance. 


THE 


PRESIDENT’S SPEECH, 
A Glowing Review of the Making 
of the Stunte. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) June 11.— 
President McKinley's speech at the 
Tennessee Exposition today was as fol- 
lows: 

“Officers of Tennessee Centennial Ex- 
position, ladies and gentlemen, Amer- 
iean nationality compared with that of 
Europe and the East, is still very 
young, and yet already we are begin- 
nine to have age enough for centennial 
anniversaries in the States other than 
the original thirteen. Such occasions 
are always interesting, and when cele- 
brated in a practical way are useful 
and instructive. Combining retrospect 
and review, they recall what has been 
done by State and nation, and point out 
what vet remains for both to accom- 
plish in order to fulfill their highest 
destiny. 

“This celebration is of great interest 
to the whole country, and of special 
sicnificance to the people of the South 
and West. It marks the end of the 
first century of the State of Tennessee 
and the close of the first year of its 
century. One hundred and one years 
ago this State was admitted into the 
Union as the sixteenth member in 
the great family of the American 
commonwealths. It was a welcome 
addition to the national house- 
hold—a community young, strong and 
sturdy. with an honored and heroic an- 
cestry, with fond anticipations not only 
of its founders, but faith in its success 
on the part of far-seeing and sagacious 
statesmen in all parts of the country. 
I am justified in saying that these an- 
ticipations have been grandly realized; 
that. the-present of this community of 
sterling worth is even. brighter 
prophets of the past had dared to fore- 
cast it. 

“The builders of the State, who had 
forced their way through the trackless 
forests of this splendid domain, brought 
with them the same high ideals and 
fearless devotion to home and country, 
founded on resistance to oppression 
which have made illustrious the Anglo- 
American name. Whether it was the 
territory of Virginia or that of North 
Carolina mattered little to them. They 
came willing and eager to fight for in- 
dependence and liberty, and in the war 
of the revolution were ever loyal to the 
standard of Washington. 

“When their representatives served 
in the Colonial Assembly of North Car- 
olina they chose—for the first time in 
our country, so far as I know—the 
great name of Washington as the name 
of the district in which they lived, and 
at the close of the revolution sought to 
organize their country, into a State to 
be known as the State of Franklin, in 
grateful homage to another of its most 
distinguished patriots. 

“Spain had sought 
territory by right of discovery as a 
part of Florida. France claimed it by 
right of cession as a part of Louisiana, 
and England as her’s by conquest. But 
neither contention could for an instant 
be recognized. Moved by the highest 
instincts of self-government and the 


to possess their 


loftiest motives of patriotism, under 
gallant old John Sevier, at King’s 
Mountain, your forefathers bravely 


vindicated their honor and gloriously 
won their independence. 

“Thus came the new State, the sec- 
ond one, then, of the now mighty 
West and Southwest.

Pelk and Johnson also were products 
of this great State, and many more 
heroes of distinguished deeds, whose 
names will come unbidden to your 
memories while I speak.

TO MUMMIFY THE DEAD. 


ARCHITECT COAN’S PLAN TO DO 
AWAY WITH BURIALS. 


Vinans Submitted to the New York 
Health Department for a Mauso- 
ileum Which Shall Hold Ten 
Thousand Bodies — The Dry-air 
Method, 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 11.—[Special Dis- 
patch.) The Health Department has 
been called on to approve of a new 
method to dispose of the dead. A com- 
pany has been organized which pro- 
poses to erect a huge mausoleum where 
the dead hodies can be subjected to 
dry air, so that they can be preserved 
for an indefinite peried. The applica- 
tion set forth that each sepulcher shal! 
be constructed with a conduit that 
Will admit pure fresh air, not heated, 
While another conduit takes away the 
air after it nas absorbed the gases 
and fluids of the lifeléss bodfes. 

Mr. Coan, the architect, submitted 
to the Health Commissioners a picture 
of the proposed mausoleum, with suffi- 
cient storage room for 10,000 bodies. 
The proposed building is of Egyptian 
style of architecture. Coan held that 
the dead can be disposed of in a 
better and cheaper way than by burial. 
The process is known as the mummify- 
ing methed, and experiments have 
shown it will preserve bodies for ages 
to come. 

Coan is the originator of the Atlantis 
scheme to build a hotel in mid-ocean. 
It is proposed to build two mausoleums, 
one in New York and the second in 
New Orleans. 


HUNGRY INDIANS REBEL, 


DETACHMENT OF BRITISH TROOPS 
ATTACKED. 


Several Officers and a Number of 
Native Soldiers Killed—The Mas- 
sacre Takes Place in the Tochi 
Valley. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

BOMBAY, June 11.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.]. A dispatch from Simla, resi- 
dence of the Indian government offi- 
cials during the heated periods of the 
year, announces serious trouble on the 
northern frontier and a massacre of a 
number of British officers and native 
soldiers in the government employ. 

From the particulars obtainable at 
present, it seems that two guns be- 
longing to the Bombay mounted bat- 
teries, escorted by 300 men belonging 
to the First Regiment of Sikhs and the 
First Punjab Infantry, was treacher- 
ously attacked in the Tochi Valley _by 
a large force of hostile natives. 

THEY ARE QUIET. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—A telegram 
received at the War Department from 
headquarters at St. Paul states that all 
is now quiet among the Indians in 
Southern Montana, and that it is safe 
to withdraw the troops sent from Forts 
Custer and Keogh, which will be done. 

FOUR-MILE FIGHT. 

LONDON, June 12.—The Times cor- 
respondent at Simla says that Mr. Gee 
was sent to fix the site of a new out- 
post at Sherani and to recover the 
fine imposed on local tribesmen for past 
misconduct. The troops, after the at- 
tack, retired toward Dattaknel, sus- 
taining a running fight for four miles. 
The Wasiris were in such strength it 
was impossible to do more than act on 
the defensive. 

Two companies of native 
sent from Dattaknel reinforced the 
party, which brought in its guns in 
safety. No reason is given for this eud- 
den outbreak, but the garrisons in the 
Tochi Valley will be reinforced pend- 
ing a decision as to punitive opera- 
tions. The present garrison consists 
of two regiments of native infantry, 
one mounted battery and a squadron of 
cavalry. 


TREATY OF ALLIANCE.

THE BOYS NOW PITCH THEIR 
BALLS WITH A GUN. 


Two Clubs Test the Machine and 
it Proves to Be a Long-winded 
Success. 


IS WORKED BY THE BATSMAN. 


ONLY DEFECT 18 THE TIME IT RE- 
QUIRES FOR RELOADING, 


Boston Wins Two Games of Ball. 
The Denver Races—Fast Time for 
Homing Pigeons—Croker’s 
Epileptic Fit. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE] 

PRINCETON (N. J.,) June 1il.— 
Princeton’s patent baseball pitching 
gun was a decided success yesterday, 
eight strike-outs, one base on balls, 
one wild pitch and four safe hits being 
the record in three innings in the first 


‘test of the machine's practicability in 


an actual game. Nines representing 
the Ivy Club and Tiger Inn, two 
Princeton social clubs, played a match 
game, using the gun to pitch for both 
teams, and the contest attracted a large 
crowd of interested spectators, promi- 
nent among whom were Mrs. Cleveland 
with a party of friends, and many 
Princeton professors, who came to see 
with what success the Princeton inven- 
tion would meet. 

The gun is discharged by the bats- 
man, who, when ready for the ball to 
be delivered, steps upon an electrical 
intercepting plate connected by wires 
with a trigger on the cannon. The 
speed with which the ball is thrown is 
regulated by compressed air, and prong- 
like projectors from the cannon’s mouth 
impart a rotary motion to the sphere 
when discharged, producing a curve in 
any direction according as the position 
of the projecting prongs is changed, 

There is but one serious defect in the 
operation of the machine that will pre- 
vent its use in games, and that is the 
long time required for reloading, This 
is especially noticeable in yesterday's 
game, because the intercepting plate 
was out of order, and the frequent de- 
lays thereby necessitated did not allow 
the game to be finished. 

Three innings were played. During 
the first inning, the batsmen were 
timid about standing near the plate, 
and the big outcurves caused them to 
jump back, but as the gun threw 
strikes in every instance, they plucked 
up courage, stood closer to the plate 
and succeeded occasionally in making 
safe hits. 

The game was uninteresting exéept- 
ing for the novelty of seeing the pitch- 
er’s box occupied by a machine. The 
Ivy Club won by a score of 7 to 3. 


A LITTLE FLYER. 
Steam Yacht Ellide Makes as Fast 
Time as a Train. | 
[BY ASSOUIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

NEW YORK, June 11.—The World 
says that passengers looking out of the 
windows of a south-bound train on the 
Hudson River Railroad, in the vicinity 
of Dobbs Ferry, saw the steam yacht 
Ellide, belonging to E, Burgess War- 
ren of Philadelphia, racing down the 
river against time, and incidentally 
making almost as good time as the 
train. 

Timed by two watches, which agreed 
to half a second, the yacht covered a 
measured mile in 1m. 42%s., which is 
at the rate of thirty-five miles an hour, 
and on the run preceding it she cov- 
ered the same distance in 1m. 5ls., or 
at the rate of 32% miles an hour, mak- 
ing the mean of the two runs 33% miles 
an hour. She is an open yacht, 80 feet 
long, driven by a single three-bladed 
wheel, propelled by quadruple-expan- 


sion engines of 800 horse power. The 
engines, boiler, screw and the hull, 
which is of mahogany, were all de- 


signed by Charles D. Mosher of this 
city, who also designed the fast yachts 
Yankee Doodle, Nada, Feiseen and 
Norwood. He superintended the run- 
ning of the engines on the run, which 
was a preliminary one. 

Upon her official trial, which is to 
take place in about ten days, it is esti- 
mated that the boat will travel be- 
tween thirty-eight and forty, miles an 
hour, for she carried much less steam 
than she can produce. To the yacht 
on a speed trial, conditions were not 
favorable. The wind blew dead ahead 
at at least twenty-five miles an hour 
when the Ellide made her first run up 
the river. The seas wére from three to 
four feet high, and there was an ebb 
tide 
Still she made this run, shipping noth- 
ing but spray, and leaving a wake no 
bigger than a motor launch, in the time 
stated, Im. 

The return run, in Im. 42%s., was 
made with a heavy following sea, and 
with the wheel ‘racing’ at times.

SOPER TELLS WHY HE KILLED HIS 
CHILDREN. 


Couldn’t Afford to Educate Them to 
His Satisfaction — Murdered His 
Wife to Save Her from Disgrace. 
His Oregon Family Broken Up.

PORTLAND (Or.,) June 11.—[Special 
Dispatch.] E. B. Soper, alias Homer 
Lee, made aé full confession of his 
crime today to Detective Lowe of Kan- 
sas City, who is taking his prisoner 
back to answer the charge of murder- 
ing his wife and two children. He ap- 
pearly entirely unconscious as to the 
results of his confession, and speaks of 
his crimes as if they were an every-day 
occurrence with him. 

He said the only reason he chopped 
up his children with a hand-ax was 
because he was unable to educate them 
and give them such advantages as he 
thought they ought to have, and he 
preferred to relieve them of the trouble 
of battling the world ill-prepared for 
it, and so he killed them, “that’s all.”’ 
After he had slaughtered the innocents 
he killed his wife, giving as the reason 
that he did not wish her to share the 
disgrace of his act. 

In Missouri where Soper lived, it is 
generally understood that he and his 
wife quarreled because she had joineda 
church a short time before the triple 
murder. Soper is a Spiritualist, and ob- 
jected to his wife believing in any other 
religion. 


When Soper disappeared from Port- } 


land last April, he took with him his 
two-year-old child, which he had by a 
woman whom he married here, and it 
is generally believed that he drowned 
this child in the Willamette. His 
Portland wife has literally worried her- 
self into a sick bed since the disap- 
pearance of her child. Soon after 
Soper’s disappearance, she received a 
letter from him saying the child was 
where it would be well cared for. 
During the four years Soper lived in 
Portland he bore a good character, but 
his wife says he always aarried with 
him $300, and it is thought that this 
was to help him to escape at a mo- 


ment’s warning. 


A CHURCH IN GLOOM, 


SCHISM ON HAND AMONG THE 
REFORMED EPISCOPALIANS. 


Income on Trust Funds Withdrawn 
and Resignations of Bishop Cheney 
and Others Handed In. 


THE BLACK GOWN THE CAUSE. 
--- 

ITS ADOPTION HELD TO MEAN A 


LOSS OF LIBERTY. 


Reading of a Letter by the Bishop 
of Chicago—Action of Miss Har- 
riet Benson—Hard Blow to 
the Assembled Clergy. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 11.—At today’s 
session of the general council of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church a resolu- 
tion of congratulation to Queen. Vic- 
toria upon the completion of her six- 
tieth year of reign was passed. 

After a long debate the council 
adopted the motion of Bishop Campbell 
to make the black gown the vestment 
to be used on all occasions. 

Bishop Cheney of Chicago then an- 
nounced that he would himself read 
a letter which‘ordinarily should be read 
by the secretary, but which, under the 
peculiar circumstances, he should pre- 
fer to read to the council. The letter, 
addressed to the presiding bishop, be- 
gan by saying: “As you are aware, I 
have kept silence during the debate 
upon the vestment question, not be- 
cause I had profound convictions, but 
because it seemed to me _ useless to 
waste words when I foresaw they 
—" have no effect with the major- 
ty.”’ 

The conclusion of the letter was as 
follows: “Such a destruction of the 
sacger liberty which this church has 
eujuyed from its birth hour, and such 
a departure from the solemn pledges 
of Bishop Cummins, compel me to en- 
ter my protest. I canmt, with good 
conscience, hold any office in the gift 
of the council which, I am convinced, 
has ‘laid the ax at the root’ of all 
Christian liberty in this church. 

“I therefore most sadly, but posi- 
tively, resign my position as a member 
of the special church extension trust,, 
as trustee of the Theological Semi- 
nary, aS member of the Committee on 
Doctrine and Worship and any othér 
place which I may hold by the author- 
ity of the general council. Without 
the slightest question of the consci- 
entiousness of the majority in taking 
the action of today, and with prb- 
found affection for yourself, I am faith- 
fully yours,

“CHARLES EDWARD CHENEY, 

“Bishop of the Synod of Chicago.” 

Bishop Latans, with an expression of 
regret at Bishop Cheney’s action, had 
hardly secured the acceptance of the 
resignation by ghe council when C.-A. 
Morton 6f Philadelphia announced to 
the council that Miss Harriet S. Ben- 
son had delegated him and William 
Tracy to state that, on account of the 
action of the covncil in relation to the 
vestments, she would withdraw until 
further notice the income from her con- 
tribution to the special church exten- 
sioi trust and the special synod trust. 
These trusts’ provided an income to 
the church of $15,000 a year. 

A hush fell over the council at this 
announcement. It was followed quickly 
by the resignation of a number of prom- 
inent clergymen and laymen from im- 
portant committees. R. W. Hare of 
Chicago resigned from the Commitee 
on Sabbath Schools. Rev. William Far- 
ley, professor in the Theological Sem- 
inary at Philadelphia, resigned from 
the Committe on Constitution and 
Canons. Rev. F. J. Waltmer left the 
board of trustees of the Publication 
Society. James Van Epps of Cleveland 
resigned from the Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons. 

The old presbyteries of the council 
showed their concern in their faces. 
The proceedings of the council were at 
a standstill for fully fifteen minutes, 
while men left their seats and gathered 
together to whisper to each other. 

Finally Bishop Fallows called for an 
immediate meeting of the General 
Committee of the church and adjourn- 
ment of the session. A member of the 
council moved that the secretary do 
not put the announcement of the with- 
drawal of the trust funds on the min- 
utes. He said that the council should 
refuse to receive any such notification 
except over Miss Benson’s own sig- 
nature. The Rev. Dr. Tracy said that 
he was in favor of leaving the an- 
nouncement off the minutes. It had 
been made until further ncstice only as 
a notice to certain parishes, which had 
made application to the fund, that they 
would be unable to draw from it this 
year. It would be best to wait for fur- 
ther communication. The council then 
adjourned. 

Bishop Fallows was asked what the 
prospects of the church were under the 
crisis. He was inclined to take a hope- 
ful view. The trouble was serious, he 
said, but he did not apprehend the 
breaking up of the church.

LONDON, June 11.—A dispatch to 
the Daily News from Vienna says that 
the peasants on the estate of Baron 
de Damiel, the Hungarian Minister of 
Commerce at Becskerick, attacked a 
Jew farmer, who called four gan- 
darmes to his relief.

The mob then 
rushed upon them and hacked two 
gendarmes to pieces with their scythes.

LOOKS WARLIKE. 


A Force of Uruguayans Fire on an 
Argentine Flag. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.} 

NEW YORK, June 11.—A special to 
the Herald' from Buenos Ayres says 
the government of Argentina has been 
officially informed that the gunboat 
Suarez of the Uruguan navy has 
landed a force of Uruguayan troops on 
the Argentina coast. After the troops 


had been landed, the Suarez sunk @ 
vessel flying the flag of Argentina. 


Immediately upon receipt of this in- 
formation an Argentina gunboat was 
ordered to proceed to the point where 
the troops were landed and capture the 
Suarez if there, and if not to pursue 
and take the vessel at ail hazards it 
she was still in Argentina waters. 

No report has yet been received by 
the authorities of the success of the 
chase, though if the vessels meet in 
Argentina waters there will undoubt- 
ediy be an encounter, which will prob- 
ably lead to extremely serious compli- 
cations between the two countries. Ar- 
gentina has issued emergency orders to 
her army and navy, and there is great 
activity in those departments. Every 
preparation is being made for war. 

The Herald’s correspondent at Monte- 
video, Uruguay, says that the rebels 
are concentrating their forces, and a 
decisive battle with government troops 
is imminent. Commenting upon these 
dispatches the Herald says: 

“The only recent dispute between 
Uruguay and Argentina arose during 
the latter part of 1896. Since the revo- 
lution in Uruguay began, there has 
been much sympathy in Argentina for 
the rebels, and this sympathy found a 
substantial form in the shape of arms 
and ammunition for them. This feeling 
gradually grew worse, until, in Decem- 
ber of 1896, there were open demonstra- 
tions in Argentina, and threats were 
made against the government of Uru- 
guay. What are known as the White 
and Red parties took prominent parts 
at fostering this feeling against Uru- 


guay, and finally the matter became so 


serious that Uruguay made a protest 
to Argentina. In spite of this. how- 
ever, the filibustering continued, and 
the result has been strained relations 
between the two countries.”

A SOLDIER’S LIFE ENDED. 


HE COMMITS SUICIDE IN AN OUT- 


OF-THE-WAY PLACE. 


Left an Note Saying If He Cannot Get 
to Heaven He Prays that His 
Witte and Children May Enter 
There, 


William H. Shaeffer, an old soldier 
and for a long time an inmate of the 
Soldiers Home at Santa Monica, com- 
nmritted suicide by taking morphine yes- 
terday.

WHY HE DID IT, 
President Barrios Issues a Decree 
Confirming the Dictatorship. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 
NEW YORK, June 11.—The Herald's 
correspondént in Guatemala says that 
President: Barrios has confirmed the 
dispatch that he had declared himself 
dictator of Guatemala. In the decree 
issued by Barrios he gives his reason 

in these words: 

“Some of the deputies, inspired and 
inflyenced by personal ambition, have 
committed irregularities unprecedented 
in the country’s history, and have at- 
tempted to break the ties of harmony 
by dictating unconstitutional laws both 
inexpedient and contradictory. The 
majority of the deputies retired, leav- 
ing the minority persistent, unpatriotic 
and hostile. On the first of May, ad- 
journment day, they failed to meet 
the House, dissolving the national rep- 
resentation. On account of the impru- 
dence and impolitic course of some of 
the representatives. This circumstance 
has placed the Executive in the un- 
avoidable position of assuming the na- 
tional public powers. 

“Notwithstanding this, in the fulffll- 
ment of my duty, I will not fail to con- 
tinue firm in my endeavor to maintain 
order and the Ifberties of individuals, 
which our constitution and laws pre- 
scribe, hoping for the aid of good citi- 
zens to continue advancing moral] 
and national progress, realizing that 
the future happiness of the republic 
shall continue, and opposing violent 
and extreme measures. 

“TIT have no other ambition than the 
fulfillment in the best possible manner 
of obligations imposed on me by my 
condition as a son of the people, and 
the high office conferred by a vote of 
the majority. The Executive remains 
under the strictest obligations to ex- 
ecute well the understood interests of 
the nation. I will fulfill the obligation 
until the national assembly is con- 
vened again. For the knowledge of all 
ome this manifestation be declared pub- 

c y.”

SECRETARY ALGER’S “EXPLANATION.” 
Secretary of War Alger has furnished 
to the Detroit News a brief statement 
relative to the San Pedro harbor mat- 
ter, which is printed in another col- 
unin of Tur Tors this morning. The 
pith of the Secretary's statement Is 
contained in the following language: 

“I have told the people who are 
anxious for that great improvement to 
go on that if Congress said they in- 
tended to build a harbor of refuge and 
expend the entire sum, knowing that 
no money would be left for the harbor 
of commerce, that I would advertise 
the work at once. That, in a nutshell, 
is all there is of it.” 

In the light of the plain facts of the 
matter, this language of the Secretary 
of War is, to state it mildly, extraor- 
dinary. It indicates a most singular 
misconception or misunderstanding, on 
the part of the Secretary of War, as 
to the meaning of the plain language 
of the law creating the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners and defining its 
duties. This law of Congress provided, 
specifically, “for a deep-water harbor 
for commerce and of refuge at Port 
Los Angeles, in Santa Monica Bay, 
California, or at San Pedro, in said 
State.” The location of the harbor, 
“for commerce and of refuge,” was 
left to the decision of the Harbor Com- 
missioners, and the law provided that 
their decision should be final. If the 
decision of .the commissioners had 
been in favor of Santa Monica, the ap- 
propriation would have been expended 
in the construction of a harbor for 
commerce and of refuge at that site, 
without question or quibble. Inasmuch 
as the decision was in favor of San 
Pedro, the appropriation should be ex- 
pended in the construction of a har- 
bor for commerce and of refuge at the 
chosen site, in accordance with the 
clear and specific provisions of the law, 
which nobody, with the possible excep- 
tion of Huntington and Alger, mis- 
understands. There is no more real 
ground for misunderstanding or quib- 
ble in the case of San Pedro than there 
would have been in the case of Santa 
Monica if the harbor had been located 
at the latter site. 

Secretary Alger persistently seeks to 
confound the deep-water or outer har- 
bor at San Pedro with the inner. or 
Wilmington harbor. The appropria- 
tion is plainly and simply for “a deep- 
water harbor for commerce and of 
refuge.” This means the outer harbor. 
which is the only “deep-water” harbor 
contemplated at San Pedro. That har- 
bor, if constructed accordinz to the 
plans and specifications furnished by 
the board, would be a harbor both for 
commerce and of refuge. The inner, 
or Wilmington harbor, is merely an 
adjunct. It is a separate proposition.

FREE-TRADE LOBBYISTS. 

A dispatch from Washington, of re- 
cent date, conveys the interesting in- 
formation that “a vigorous campaign 
against the high rates in the pending 
Tariff Bill has been begun by a com- 
mittee of the New York Reform Club,” 
which has established headquarters in 
the national capital. The committee 
is headed by Calvin Tompkins, a well- 
known and active free-trade advocate, 
and it is proposed to wage a “vigorous 
campaign” against the policy of pro- 
tecting American industries by ade- 
quate tariff duties. This campaign is 
to be conducted, not openly, with a 
view to influencing public opinion, but 
covertly, with a view to influencing 
Senators and Representatives, and in- 
ducing them to oppose clearly- 


expressed wishes of the people, who 


pronounced emphatically in favor of 
the policy of protection at the national] 
election in November, 1896. To state 
the case plainly, the campaign which 
this free-trade lobby propeses to in- 
augurate is a campaign against the 
American people; against their ex- 
pressed wishes, and against their 
truest and best interests. . 

It is not probable that these Re- 
form Club lobbyists will succeed in 
defeating the enactment of protective 
legislation. It is even doubtful if they 
will succeed in inflicting any great 
amount of injury upon the industries 
of the country. The tariff discussion 
in the Senate, so far as it has pro- 
ceeded, has revealed a disposition on 
the part of the majority of that body 
to place the Wuties (with some excep- 
tions) at a reasonable rate. The pres- 
ent indications are that most of the 
schedules agreed upon by the Senate 
Committeee on Finance will be con- 
firmed by the Senate. There need be 
no fear that the House can be swerved 
from the line of duty by any free- 
trade lobby that may quarter itself in 


Washington. The Republican majority 


n that body, fresh from the people, 
and charged with the execution of the 
people's will, is too large to be over- 
come or led astray by the sophistries 
of oily-tongued theorists and political 
bunco-steerers. 


No great danger, therefore, need be 
apprehended from the presence of the 
free-trade lobby in the vicinity of the 
national Capitol. But this lobby can 
do a great deal of mischief in the way 
of retarding the enactment of a pro- 
tective tariff law, which is at the pres- 
ent time the most pressing legislative 
need of the nation. Every day's delay 
in the enactment of this law means 
tremendous loss to the business inter- 
ests of the country, and to the thou- 
sands of laboring men and women who 
by this delay are deprived of employ- 
ment which they would otherwise 
have. Imports of foreign-made goods 
are pouring into our markets at an 
unprecedented rate, and the effect of 
these heavy importations will inevi- 
tably be to glut the market, diminish 
the demand for domestic products, 
and thus to discount in advance the 
beneficial results which would accrue 
from the prompt enactment of pro- 
tective legislation. The loss to Ameri- 
can enterprise and American laboring 
men will be incalculable if the pas- 
sage of the Tariff Bill be needlessly 
delayed. These free-trade lobbyists 
represent, not the interests of Ameri- 
can producers—who are also Ameri- 
can consumers—but the interests of 
foreign producers—who are not to any 
considerable extent consumers of 
American products. They represent 
the importing interest, and their ex- 
penses in Washington are paid prin- 
cipally by contributions from the im- 
porters of foreign products, which are 
placed upon our markets in unfair and 
ruinous competition with the products 
of American brains and hands. 

The statesman who is wise in his 
generation, loyal to the interests of 
his constituents, and desirous of obey- 
ing the mandate of the people, will

A GREAT SCHEME. . 

“The National Volunteers of Democ- 
racy,” says a dispatch from Minneapo- 
lis, “is the name of a new organiza- 
tion whose plan is exceedingly novel.” 
From the brief explanation of this 
plan which is given in the dispatch 
it appears that “novel” is a feeble word 
when used to describe the plan of 
campaign conceived by the promoters 
of “The National Volunteers of De- 
mocracy.”’ Unique, startling, stimulat- 
ing, inspiring—these would have been 
terms more fitting in which to convey 
some faint idea of the brilliant scheme 
which is about to be put into execu- 
tion in behalf of the late W. J. Bryan 
and the Federal “orfices.” 

Briefly outlined, the scheme is sub- 
stantially as follows: Headquarters 
for “The National Volunteers of De- 
mocracy” are to be, or have been, 


festablished in St. Louis, Mo. So-called 


“certificates of honor” are to be issued 
to all loyal workers for the object of 
the organization, which is to resusci- 
tate the late Mr. Bryan and place him 
in the Presidential chair in 1901. The 
prerequisite to obtaining a “certificate 
of honor” is six months’ hard work 
for Bryan, just before election. Ac- 
cording to the dispatch above referred 
to, “a coupon is to be issued and 
pasted on the original certificate. Upon 
this latter is a picture of Mr. Bryan 
presenting to a headless body a cer- 
tificate of honor. The recipient is sup- 
posed to have his own photograph 
pasted on where the head should be.” 
Mr. Bryan is reported to have given 
his indorsement to the scheme, and 
the head manager declares that “in 
1901 one of these certificates will be 
of more value in securing an office 
than the indorsement of ten Senators 
and a hundred Representatives.” 

Even the superficial observer will 
perceive that this is a cunningly-de- 
vised scheme to consolidate and corral 
the followers of Bryan. In this respect 
it will probably be a howling success. 
If the impression can be created that 
the holders of certificates will have a 
lead-pipe cinch on “orfis,” every 
Bryanite from Maine to California 
will manage to get one by hook or by 
crook. 

But “The National Volunteers of 
Democracy” are likely to overlook one 
highly-important phase of this matter. 
W. J, Bryan may present “certificates 
of honor” without number to his fol- 
lowers, headless or otherwise; but he 
will never have an opportunity to pre- 
sent his followers with appointments 
to office. for he will never be President 
of the United States.

The suit in question grew out of the 
following circumstances: Two years 
ago in San Luis Obispo bonds were 
issued for public improvements under 
the statute of 1893. The city ordinance 
authorizing the issue, and the notice of 
election provided that both principal 
and interest should be payable in gold 
coin. The election was regular in every 
detail and the bonds were approved by 
the required popular majority. When 
they were offered for sale, one Murphy 
instituted legal proceedings, enjoining 
the city officials from disposing of them 
on the ground that the principal afd 
interest were payable in gold coin only, 
and not in lawful money of the United 
States as well, as the statute provided. 
The lower court held that the bonds 
were valid, but this decision was re- 
versed in the Supreme Court a few days 
ago. Last Wednesday a petition for'‘a 
rehearing was filed in the Supreme 
Court by seven firms of lawyers, repre- 
senting different cities in the State, 
among-them San Francisco, San Luis 
Obispo and San Diego. Los Angeles 
also joined in the petition. 

It is impossible to say how soon the 
matter will be settled. If the petition 
is denied, the decision will stand, and 
in that case public improvement bonds 
must be made payable in gold coin or 
lawful money of the United States. An

IN FOR SERVICE. 


Three Naval Cadets are Refused 
Permission to Resign. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—For the 
first time in many years the Secretary 
of the Navy has interposed his veto 
on the application of a junior officer to 
leave the naval service. 

In the present case three cadets at 
Annapolis, George Weber of Arkansas, 
H. L. Collins of Pennsylvania and_P. L. 
Pratt of Illinois sought to resign. They 
had completed four. years sefvice at 
the academy, the last year being de- 
voted to the engineering branch, and 
desired to leave to engage in private 
business. Secretary Long, however, 
found that the Engineer Corps was 
sadly in need of officers, owing to the 
rapid depletion of the ranks of the 
older engineers, and he decided that, 
as these young men had been educated 
at the expense of the government, they 
should render service in return. 

The cadets, on admission into the 
academy, are required to pledge them- 
serves to serve the government not less 
than eight years, so these young men 
will be obliged to take the usual two- 
years’ cruise which rounds out the 
Annapolis course, at the end of which 
time they will receive. their commis- 
sions as assistant engineers in the 


navy and be regularly assigned to 
duty. 


YELLOW FEVER GERM. 


Dr. Sanarelli Says He Has Found 

the Bacillus. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MONTEVIDEO, June 11.--Dr. Sana- 
relli, in a lecture delivered before dele- 
gates from all parts of South America, 
members of the Diplomatic Corps and 
others, announced yesterday that he 
had discovered the use of yellow 
fever to be a bacillus which he had 
named “yeteroid,” and\which was very 
rare. He explained that it infested the 
blood of patients and their bodies after 
death. 

The baccilli, he continued, could be 
easily eliminated by secondary injec- 


tions, and he hoped soon to discover a 
enrative serum.

It is generally conceded that munici- 
pal bonds bearing 4-per cent. interest 
must be payable in gold coin, and gold 
coin of the present standard of fine- 
ness and weight, in order to command 
a market. On this point argument is 
futile, because investers are the ab- 
solute dictators of the situation, and 
they will listen to on other terms. The 
gold contract is the only means of con- 
ciliating them. This is shown by the 
recent experience of Santa Rosa, 
which issued municipal bonds in strict 
accordance with the provisions of the 
statute, making them payable “in gold 
coin or lawful money of the United 
States.” The natural consequence ‘is 
+ the bonds remain unsold to this 

ay. 

It has been the established practice 
of Los Angeles to provide that its bonds 
shall be made payable in gold coin, 
and as a result they have sold to good 
advantage. Under the dicision of the 
Supreme Court, however, no such re- 
stricted terms of payment are permis- 
sible, and the doors of the investors’ 
market are closed, unless the Supreme 
Court should reverse itself. 

Parenthetically, it may be said that 
this ruling in no way affects the va- 
lidity of the recent issue of $270,000 of 
refunding bonds, which were sold to 
Rollins & Sons of Chicago. The author- 
ity to refund the outstanding indebt- 
edness of the city was granted by an 
act introduced in the last Legislature 
by Senator Bulla, which is separate 
and apart from the act under which 
cities and counties may vote bonds 
for public improvements. 

The effect of the present legal situa- 
tion is that City Attorney Dunn, in- 
stead of presenting an ordinance to the 
Council next Monday giving notice of 
an election for the purpose of submit- 
ting to the voters the question of is- 
suing $330,900 of bonds for the city 
schools, will present a report asking 
if in the present uncertain state of af- 
fairs, it will be thought best to -risk 
an election and make the necessary 
expenditures for the purpose. By de- 
laying the matter until the Supreme 
Court has again passed upon the stat- 
ute, it may still be possible to make 
future bond issues payable in gold 
coin alone. To order the election at 
once, it is safe to say, will be a useless 
waste of time and money, because pos- 
sible purchasers, being cognizant of the 
decisiam in the San Luis Obispo case, 
would undoubtedly hold aloof, 

It is probable under the _ circum- 
stances that the fire department and 
the city schools will be seriously em- 
barrassed. The Council was prepared 
next Monday to order an election to

The Board of Public Works was in

“Your Board of Public Works begs 
leave to report as followe: 

“In the matter of the petition from 
A. E. Smith et al. Asking that the 
grade of Fourteenth street and Paloma 
avenue be changed between Stanford 
and Central avenues, and Pico and 
Clanton streets, respectfully, we recom- 
mend the same be referred to the City 
Engineer for estimate of frontage. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
C. Donaldson et al., asking permission 
to grade Orchard avenue between 
Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth streets 
with natural soil, we recommend the 
Same be granted, and the City Engi- 


. neer be instructed to prepare specifica- 


tions for this work. . 

“In the matter of the petition from 
G. F. Taylor et al., asking that the 
grade of West Twenty-eighth street 
from Vermont to Budlong avenues be 
established, we recommend the same 
be referred to the City Engineer to, 
present the necessary ordinance. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
I. N. Van Nuys et al, asking that 
an alley be opened between Main and 
Spring streets between Fourth and 
Fifth streets, we recommend the same 
be referred to the City Engineer to 
make the necessary survey and map 
for the City Attorney to prepare ordi- 
nance of intention, and the City Attor- 
ney be instructed to prepare said ordi- 
nance. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
C. A. Shaw et al., asking that North 
Bonnie Brae street between Temple and 
First streets b@ graded, graveled and 
curbed with redwood, we recommend’ 
the same be referred to the City Engi- 
neer to present ordinance of intention 
therefor. 

“We recommend that the petition 
from S. M. Metcalfe et al., asking that 
a cement sidewalk be constructed on 
both sides of North Hope street be- 
tween Temple and Court streets, be 
referred to the City Engineer to. pre- 
sent ordinance of intention therefor. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
R. W. Wood et al., asking that Stan- 
ley avenue from the intersection of 
Jefferson and San Pedro streets to the 
southern boundary of the city be 
opened to a uniform width of ninety 
feet, we recommend the Same be re- 
ferred to the City Attorney to prepare 
ordinance of intention; the district of 
assessment to be on the line of im- 
provement between the intersection of 
San Pedro etreet and Jefferson street 
to the south city boundary. 

“In the matter of the petition from. 
C. Lambert et al., asking that Cornell 
street from Adobe street west be wid- 
ened to a fifty-foot street, or if said 
street is fifty-foot street, *hat ob- 
structions be remoyed from same, rec- 


ommend the same be referred to ‘the 


City Engineer for investigation. , 

“We recommend that the protest from 
W. C. Kerckhoff et al., against the 
opening of Kohler street between Sev- 
enth and Fourteenth streets, re- 
ferred to the City Engineer for esti- 
mate of frontage. 

“In the matter of proposals to im- 
prove Twenty-fifth street, from Hoover 
street to Howland avenue, we recom- 
mend that the bid of Peck Bros., at 29 
cents per lineal foot for curb and 9 
cents per square foot for sidewalk, be 
accepted, and the necessary resolution 
of award adopted.” 

As there was a great number of bids 
for street work, it was found impos- 
sible to pass on them yesterday after- 
noon. That part of the report was ac- 
cordingly left open. goa 

By request the hearing, which was set 
for 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, in 
the matter of the East Side boulevard 
was postponed two weeks, in order to 
permit the completion of the various 
plans. 

J. B. WLankershim appeared before 
the committee to protest against the 
paving of Main street. He offered to 
repair the asphalt payement in front 
of his property at his own expense. 
The committee, however, undertook to 
demonstrate to him the impracticability 
of repairing the street by such an ar- 
rangement, because there was no legal 
means of forcing any property-owner 
who refused to do his share. More 
than that the Council has officially in- 
dorsed the recommendation of the 
Street Superintendent that no more 
repairing be done on Main street, bhe- 
cause the entire pavement is worn out.

TESTIMONY INTRODUCED TO PROVE 
MALKIM’S ALLEGED ASSAULT.

The Complaining Witness, Her 
Father and Her Sister Testify 
in Behalf of the Prosegution., 
Statements That Contradict For- 
mer Testimony. 


The trial of Crawford Malkim, 
charged with drugging and raping 
Dora Green, occupied the time yester- 
day in Department One before Judge 
B. N. Smith and a jury. 

The trial was taken up yesterday 
morning with the prosecuting witness, 
Dora Green, on the stand. During her 
cross-examination she made some 
statements which were directly in con- 
tradiction to those made at the pre- 
liminary hearing’ of the ‘case in the 
Justice Court. After her cross-examin- 
ation had been concluded her father, 
A. B. Green, was called by the prose- 
cution. 

Green is an express’man. His man- 
ner of testifying was not at all satis- 
factory to the court, as he would in- 
variably seek to give a long explana- 
tion of a question where a negative or 
affirmative answer was desired. The 
court’s frequent corrections and ad- 
monitions in this regard had but little 
effect, and on one occasion Green was 
not to be cut off, but instructed Mr. 
Davis, who was conducting his cross- 
examination, not to interrupt him, and 


went ahead on a story entirely outside 
of the issues of the case. 

Green's testimony was in corrobora- 
tion of that given by his daughter, 
Dora, but he became badly mixed on 
In more than one 
instance he said that he had never 
testified to statements which he was 
reported to have sworn to in the tran- 
script of the preliminary examination. 

After Green was excused his eldest 
daughter, Mrs. Birdie Van Nieuwen- 
huyse, was called to the witness stand. 
She swore to a story which was in 
corroboration of Dora Green’s testi- 
mony, but she also became confused 
when subjected to cross-examination. 

Green’s son-in-law Frank Nieuwen- 
huyse, and Edward Schnable were the 
last witnesses called yesterday by the 
prosecution, but their testimony was 
merely taken to strengthen that given 
by the principal witness in the case in 
minor detail. The trial of the case will 

resumed this morning.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


San Diego is gloating over the mys- 
tery of the burglars who were filled 
with bird shot by a citizen, and have 
evolved the theory that one of them is 
a wicked “gambler and the other a 
gilded youth of the prodigal-son type.

MRS. WALSH’S MONUMENT 


ERECTED IN MEMORY OF 
GREAT VICTORY, 
——-— 


The Ups and Downs of an Electric 
Pole of the Pasadena and Pa- 
cific Railway Company—Memen- 
toes from the Battle Ground. 


The names of Mrs. Mary Walsh and 
Mrs. Mary Shanfion will g0 re- 
echoing down the aisles of local fame 
in harmony. Both are women of in- 
domitable will and persistent courage 
in defense of their rights. Mrs. Shan- 
non moyed her house where she pleased 
in open definace of the combined ef- 
forts of Building Superintendent Strat- 
ton, Fire Chief Moore, the police de- 
partment and the City Attorney's of- 
fice to prevent her. But that is an old 
story. Mrs. Walsh forestalled the 
Pasadena and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany in its attempt to plant a. hide- 
ously green electric pole in her front 
door yard, and has maintained her 
objections in the face of the Board of 
Public Works, Street Superintendent 
Drain and General Manager E. P. 
Clark of the street railway company. 
Mrs. Shannon got ahead of the city, 
but Mrs. Walsh outgeneraled the city 
and one of its greatest corporate 
bodies. 

Some weeks ago when the construc- 
tion gang of the Pasadena and Pacific 
Railway Company was erecting the 
poles for its new line on Hill street, it 
so fell that one hole was dug in front 
of Mrs. Walsh’s house at No. 812 South 
Hill street. Useless to remonstrate 
with the foreman of the gang. The 
pole must stand there and not a finger’s 


width to either side. But Mrs. Walsh |}. 


was quick to strategy. Before the 
workmen were alive to her movements 
she had run into her house, grabbed a 
chair, and in a jiffy was quietly swing- 
ing backward and forward 
rocker over the mouth of the pit made 
to receive the pole. The foreman was 
nonplused; argument was wasted 
breath, pleading of no avail. Even 
the City Attorney, to whom appeal was 
made, held that Mrs.. Walsh sat within 
her legal rights. She only retired from 


‘the spot. upon pledge that the despised 


pole would not be hoisted. 

She reckoned not upon the Punic 
faith of the soulless corporation. The 
next morning she awoke to see the 
monstrous pine stick solidly upright 
in front of her door. 

Once more she reasoned with the 
company, but her words failed to carry 
conviction. Then came the resolution 
to resort to midnight strategem. One 
morning the trolley pole was found 
lying athwart the pavement and the 
hole it occupied packed full and flush 
with the sidewalk. Mr. !Miller, her 
next door neighbor, was no less deter- 
mined. He also protested against ac- 
cepting any pole that fell to Mrs. 
Walsh’s unwilling share, and between 
the two property-owners General Man- 
ager Clark grew weary and heavy 
laden. It looked as if the railway 
company would be obliged to subtract 
one pole and carry. : 
"~In the mean time Mrs. Walsh was 
losing no opportunity. Over the grave 
of the electric pole she had erected a 
neat aement mounting step, rising by 
easy grades to an elevation from which 
she could observe the passage of .the 
street cars of the Pasadena and Pa- 
cific, Railway Company. It was a 
monument commemorative of her wing- 
less victory, a pile celebratory of the 
downfall of her enemies. 

General Manager Clark sent spies by 
night to examine Mrs. Walsh’s fortifi- 
cations. Then his courage failed him 
and he appealed to the concert of pow- 
ers at the City Hall to arrange an 
armistice and to suggest terms of peace 
with even honors. 

Street Superintendent Drain was of 
the mind that Mrs. Walsh should sur- 
render a portion of her uttermost 
province.of sidewalk and pay indem- 
nity to the railway company for caus- 
ing the war. He had been reading 
Greek war news. The Board of Public 
Works was more deliberate. “It decided 
to inspect the scene of hostilities yes- 
terday afternoon while Mrs. Walsh was 
away from home. In accordance with 
this plan, Councilmen’ Blanchard, 
Mathuss and Ashman met at 3 o’clock 
at the corner of Eighth and Hill 
streets. They were prepared to shield 
themselves behind the authority of of- 
fice in the event of any threatening 
demonstration from No. 812. They 
picked their way over the battleground 
and examined carefully the positions 
occupied by the combatants. They 
felt they were treading on historic 
ground, and few words fell from their 
lips. CouncUJman Ashman mutely broke 
achip from the cement mounting block 
and slipped it into his vest pocket as a 
memento of Mrs. Walsh’s noble strug- 
gle against corporate oppression, and 
Councilman Blanchard whittled a 
toothpick from the butt of the prostrate 
electric pole. 

“See! that marks the spot where the 
great General Manager Clark fell!” he 
said. 

Just then Councilman Mathuss, who 
was keeping lookout with his starboard 
eye, signaled wildly from the corner, 
and the three Aldermen scooted as fast 
as legs could carry over to Broadway, 
oe they boarded a car to the City 

all. 

“What was the matter?” asked 
Blanchard and Ashman. 

“Sh!.I thought I saw her coming,” 
whispered Mathuss. 

The electric pole of the Pasadena 
and Pacific Railway Company still lies 
full length by the roadside, and the ce- 
ment mounting stone still rears its 
lowly head skyward on the very spot 
where tyranny fell down.

JOULEVARD COMMITTEE. 


LANS OF SEVERAL ROQUTES PRE- 
INTED FOR CONSIDERATION. 


Routes Through South Pasa- 
dena—Alhambra and San Gabriel 
Have Plans, and the East Side 
fis Making Some—Progress Re- 
ported. 


Delegations representing the East 
fide, Alhambra and South Pasadena 
yere present at the boulevard meeting 
eld in the rooms of the Merchants’ 
nd Manufacturers’ Association yester- 
ay afternoon. In the absence of 
hairman Mosher, R. J. Waters pre- 
ided. Engineer Allin and Mr. Cattern 
f South Pasadena exhibited an elabor- 
te map of the route projected through 
hat city, beginning at the south end 
f Orange Grove avenue on Columbia 
treet, whichiforms the dividing boun- 
ary line between Pasadena and South 
Pasadena, thence making an eastern 
letour into Meridian avenue and fol- 
owing that thoroughfare about one 

ile, where it again curves easterly 
nto Diamond avenue and then pro- 
eeding directly south another mile to 
he adobe road. 

Sufficient property Was taken alter- 
ately from the western and the east- 
rn side of Meridian and Diamond ave- 
hues to make a boulevard 120 feet wide 
ith the least possible sacrifice of 
interests abutting thereon. 
Mair Oaks avenue, a parallel street, 
hose present width is eighty feet, 
as shown on the map, and it was 
plained that that would also be an 
sxceedingly feasible route, but would 
erminate on the north at the south 
snd of Pasadena avenue. It would 
ave the advantage over Meridian ave- 
ve in avoiding the necessity of cross- 
ng the two steam railways on a grade, 
nd would be near enough to the Ray- 
ond property to readily connect with 
t by a short branch route curving to 
he east. 

Mr. Dougherty, Dr. Hodges, Mr. 
Jacobs, Mr. Rust and Mr. Graham all 
spoke encouragingly of the adoption 
pf one of these routes, and seemed 
onfident that an assessment district 
puld be formed embracing a consider- 
able strip of territory on each side of 
he boulevard that would willingly 
ontribute to the enterprise. The in- 
erval between the south boundary of 
South Pasadena and the place that the 
adobe road crosses the Los Angeles 
ity limits, about two miles in length, 
8 also being surveyed by Engineer Al- 
in, and he reports a very favorable 
oute along that line. The whole route 
hus outlined is susceptible of being 
mproved on account of good building 
sites on both sides. 

Mr. de Camp, representing the Al- 
hambra interests, presented a plan be- 
ween the Los Angeles city limits and 
he Alhambra road, lying for the most 
part east of the adobe road, and, 
hough slightly greater in distance 
han the former, pursuing, as he 
laimed, a better grade, and bringing 
he whole route in closer touch with 
he important interests of Alhambra, 
an Gabriel and the region beyond. He 
so presented elaborate mars and pro- 
les thoroughly worked up, of his pro- 
osed route. 

S. A. W. Carver, secretary of the 
Cast Side Improvement Association, 
tated that the route projected by that 
ganization embraced a line extending 
mom the Plaza through Griffin avenue 
mm the east side of the arroyo to Or- 
mmze Grove avenue, being a complete 
ni between the two termini of the 
proposed boulevard. The work in- 
olved was so great that he had not 
yet completed his surveys and data in 
egard to abutting property-owners, 
and should require about two weeks to 
complete his investigations. This was 
ranted by the committee, and at Mr. 
arver’s request they agreed to make a 
ormal inspection of the route on Fri- 
gay, June 18, for the purpose of com- 
Paring its salient features with those 
bf other routes already examined. 

Mr. Lockwood appeared to favor this 
route as the shortest and the one the 
most traveled at the present time, but 
Bubsequently remarked that the natural 
Mutcome of the work now being done 
would be the ultimate construction of 
both boulevards; that is, one via ast 
Side Park, the adobe road and Merid- 
lan or Fair Oaks avenue, and another 
through Griffin avenue and along the 
flat shelf and western slopes of the 
arroyo hills. 

At no period has there been’ such 
keen interest in the deliberations of the 
committee, and such an encouraging 
outlook for the accomplishment of this 
great work as was evinced in the not- 
able gathering yesterday afternoon. 

In regard to the width of the boule- 
vard, which at the very first meeting 
Was fixed at 120 feet, and which was 
deemed so extravagant as to almost 
take the breath away from some of 
the members when it was first pro- 
posed, there is now an almost unani- 
mous consensus of opinion that it is 
the only width admissible. It has 
cee beyond the state of being a de- 

table question. Those who have vis- 
isted the large eastern cities within the 
last few years and observed the enter- 
prise manifested in laying out broad 
end handsome suburban highways, are 
impatient at the thought of taking 
anything less than 120 feet and some 
of them say that it should be 150. 


FOURTH OF JULY.

,The Executive Committee of the 
Fourth of July met last night and com- 
pleted the routine business relative to 
the work of the Finance Committee, 
of which H. J. Fleischman has con- 
sented to act as chairman. The city 
has been districted by streets and 
blocks in the business center.

RANDSBURG. 


A DISSERTATION ON THE DESERT’S 
SUMMER CLIMATE. 


Marvelously Rich Ore Continues to 
Be Taken from the Mines—How 
Col. Hafford Made His Expenses 
to and from Los Angeles. 


RANDSBURG, June 9.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.}] Summer heat on the 
desert is associated in the minds of 
most people with something terrific 
and not to be endured except by those 
accustomed to it, and some others who 
brave its terrors from necessity. The 
reality here at Randsburg is not 
nearly so bad as that. There is nearly 
always some breeze, and if one has 
ventilation in house or tent, there is 
very little’ personal discomfort from 
the heat. Many persons live in tents, 
and a tent is always hotter than a 
house. Then, again, what houses are 
here are poarly constructed, and illy 
adapted either to keep out heat or 
cold. Most persons agree that if the 
houses were as good, or built with the 
same regard for comfort as in Los 
Angeles, for instance, there would be 
but little more discomfort here than 
there. The nights are always delight- 
fully cool and pleasant, and soon after 
3 o’clock in the afternoon the day mod- 
erates, and one can surely count on 
from two to three or four hours in 
the late afternoon as pleasant as any 
— weather anywhere in Califor- 
nia. 

OUTPUT OF THE MINES. 

All the mines are at work, the heat 
not interfering with operations at all, 
and a number of good strikes have 
lately been made. The good ore in the 
Kenyon mine still holds out, and they 
are sacking ore now from the east 
drift toward the Wedge, worth $500 per 
ton. On Saturday last the Kenyons 


| took ten tons to the sampling works, 


receiving $508 per ton for it. They 
have another small lot of perhaps as 
many tons, which they will take over 
in a few days. This is only their best 
ore, as the next grade is sacked and 
piled up in the shaft-house. They have 
recently sold 100 tons cf low grade ore 
to a mill at Garlock, and it is being 
hauled now. They had intended to 
keep this and have it milled themselves, 
but being busy with other work, sold 
it outright to the mill. The last ore 
milled rom this mine was twenty-five 
tons at Garlock, which gave a return 
of $147 per ton. No effort is being made 
to rush things at this mine, work only 
being prosecuted in daylight, 
working five mén besides the owners, 
who all do something. In a short time, 
however, they expect to begin sinking 
the shaft deeper, and to drift to the 
west, for the purpose of development. 

The Wedge, immediately adjoining, 
is down something over 300 feet, and 
in drifting toward the Kenyon struck 
ore yesterday worth $300 per ton. The 
specimens are all covered with gold 
and the showing is splendid for better 
ore than has yet been taken from this 
already famous mine. 

Ore was struck in the Val Verde No. 
1, which runs from $200 to $300 per 
ton, on Monday of this week. The Val 
Verde has always been noted, not so 
much for the richness of the ore, as 
the size of the vein, and the ease with 
which it can be worked. The _ ore 
body at the lower shaft to the west is 
so great that the work of mining it 
is carried on more like quarry than 
a mine. On Monday they discovered 
that what appeared to be the head wall 
was in reality ore, and prospects taken 
from it gave surprising returns. Free 
gold is visible in the rock, and the 
only question now to determine is how 
much of that there is. 

Messre. Baker and Baldwin in the 
George Cook mine, adjoining the Val 
Verde, and but a little distance from 
their lower workings, have two men 
at work, and have developed a six- 
foot vein of ore worth $20 a ton, and 
naturally feel pretty sanguine over it. 
Mr. Baker left for Los Angeles this 
evening, but expects to be back in a 
few days,* when they will endeavor to 
get water sufficient from some source 
to erect a mill and work their own 
ore. Baker and Ferris also have men 
employed developing the Philadelphia, 
just east of the Butte, and already 
have a small but very rich vein of ore. 

There are now about eighteen men 
at work on the Rand group in differ- 
ent places, and some very good ore is 
being taken out, sacked and hauled to 
the mill at Garlock. Such is_~ the 
extent and richness of these mines 
that it is to be hoped the time is 
not far distant when 1800 instead of 
eighteen men, will be at work in the 
rich hills of the Rand group of mines 
just back of Randsburg. 

The Alameda is still maintaining its 
high standard, drifts being run in each 
direction at the fifty-foot level. An- 
other piece of rock almost as large as 
the one taken out before, and which 
was mentioned in The Times, was taken 
out Monday morning, free gold being 
visible in many places, and the piece 
weilching not less than 125 pounds. An 
assay from the first and larger piece 
showed $208 per ton.

He Sees the Great Herald Office for 
the First Time. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] The pro- 
prietor of the New York Herald stepped 
foot in New York a week ago from the 
deck of his yacht, and for the first 
time saw in its completed state the 
magnificent building which his news- 
paper occupies. Early on the morning 
of his arrival Mr. Bennett went to the 
Herald office, where he remained all 
day.

FINANCE IN POLITICS. Sound 
Money, a new eastern publication, be- 
lieves that the present outlook in the 
United States is decidedly. against the 
probability of another campaign in fa- 
vor of the free coinage of silver at 16 
to 1, that straw appearing to have been 
threshed out. The journal referred to 
savs: 

“There will undoubtedly be some 
form of a cheap money crusade, how- 
ever, at the Congressional elections of 
1898, and again at the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1900, but it is much more likely 
to run on the old greenback line than 
on any other sort of a scheme for mak- 
ing by law, and to an unlimited extent, 
a coinage of undervalue silver dollars. 
Even Mr. Bryan has talked in recent 
conversations about a fight that is com- 
ing between government paper money 
and bank money. We venture to pre- 
dict that by next year he will be on 
the stump for more greenback issues 
and for the immediate retirement of all 
bank notes. This form of financial 
heresy is even more dangerous than the 
silver movement, because its inevitable 
end would be the complete divorcement 
of paper money from coin and an era 
of wild inflation, to be followed bv a 
terrible collapse. All friends of sound 
money should look the situation in the 
face and be prepared to meet the issue 
that is looming up ahead.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

FINE HONEY. The honey crop of 
Southern California this year is ad- 
mitted to be the finest ever harvested 
in this section. The quantity is also 
very large, especially of the white va- 
riety, which brings the highest price 
in the market. The first crop of honey 
is gathered in Ventura county, and the 
bees are being moved to the bean fields, 
the flowers of which make honey equal 
to the white sage. 


CAHUENGA LEMONS. Three car- 
loads of lemons have been shipped from 
the Cahuenga Valley, through the local 
lemon growers’ association, to Chi- 
cago, Denver and Kansas City. A good 
many more cars will be shipped before 
the season is over. The Cahuenga Val- 
ley promises to become one of the lead- 
ing lemon-growing sections of Southern 
California before many years. 

There is an impression in some quar- 
ters that lemons raised near the coast 
are particularly subject to black scale. 
This opinion has been formed mainly 
on account of the neglected trees 
around Los Angeles, when the lemon 
trees naturally become infested with 
scale. On the other hand, properly- 
cared-for groves in. the Cahuenga, 
around Long Beach, and in other coast 
sections of the Southern counties, show 
lemons that are as bright and clean as 
any raised in the State. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
THE NEW MINING LAW. The 
opinion is growing among mining men 
that the new State mining law is un- 
constitutional. The more the law is 
examined, the more it becomes appar- 
ent that it conflicts with the Federal 


law. For instance under the Federal 
law, supposing that mine is located 
today, the lith of June, the locator 


must do $100 worth of work between 
January 1, 1898, and January 1, 1899. 
Now, the State law says that he shall 
do $50 worth of work within 60 days of 
locating the claim. Supposing he does 
$50 worth of work before August 11, 
1897, he will still have ‘to do $100 worth 
of work on the claim during 1898, in or- 
der to satisfy the Federal law. Thus, 
he would have to do $150 worth of work 
in order to hold his claim, although 
Uncle Sam says he shall only do $100 
worth of work. If this is not a con- 
flict with the Federal law, then it 
would be difficult to say what is a 
conflict. If the State can make such 
a change as this, then, as The Times 
has said, it also has the power to 
change the law in regard to locating 
government land; or it might even 
make a change in the amount of tax 
that a citizen of California is called 
upon to pay to the United States on a 
barrel of whisky. 

Meantime, the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General on this subject, which has 
been asked by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, is anxiously awaited, as many 
mining men in this section feel much 
anxiety in regard to the new law, fear- 
ing that they may lose their property 
unless the assessment work is done, 
while some of them are even afraid 
that the new law may apply to claims 
that were located before it went into 
effect, or, in other words be retroactive. 


Such, however, is undoubtedly not the 
case. 


THE MINING EXCHANGE. There 
are about twenty new applications for 
membership posted at the Mining Ex- 
change, and eight mines have, so far, 
been listed.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, June 11.—The prices of securi- 
ties today scored a further step in the prog- 
ress toward a higher plane, which has con- 
tinued the dominant tendency of the market 
for over two weeks. There was a large amount 
of selling to realize profits from time to time 
by holders satisfied with their gains and skep- 
tical of the stability and permanence of the 
higher range prevailing. But as has been the 
case more and more notably, the offerings to 
realize were quickly absorbed. The aggregate 
of sales was not so large as yesterday,: being 
about three hundred thousand, but was the 
largest of the year except yesterday. The list 
of transactions also shows many additional 
stocks awakened from a dormant state. This 
was in fact so markedly the case as to sug- 
gest manipuletion with the purpose of bring- 
ing inactive stocks up to the level of the re- 
cently advancing and active securities. The 
favorites in today’s advance were the low- 
priced shares of reorganized companies. There 
were over twenty-eight thousand shares of 
Northern Pacific sold, exceeded — by Sugar 
with 41,000 shares. Northern Pacific common 
also showed sales of over twelve thousand 
shares, and of Union Pacific 22,000 shares 
were sold. This group of stocks had been.a 
favorite with London for some time and the 
high range induced some selling by London. 
London was also, however, a buyer. Reports 
from exchanges in other cities of revived in- 
terest and activity in speculation helped to 
sustain the market. Sugar’s aggressive 
strength also gave tone to the whole market, 
the buying being induced by the progress 
made with the sugar schedule. The advance 
in the anthracite coalers was accelerated by 
the difficulties of the short interest, whose 
needs were aggravated by te increase of the 
loan rates of the stocks of this group. The 
prices of many stocks were carried below last 
night's close by at one time or 
another during the day, but practically all 
show net gains, for the most part fractional. 
The bond market continues to broaden from 
day to day, with increasing strength in the 
usually dominant mortgages. Sales, $1,118,000. 
Government bonds continued to trend upward, 
with business confined to counter dealings.

Dan’s Weekly Keview. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say 
that the gain in business continues, not with- 
out fluctuations and at the best moderate, 
yet distinct. It is still in quantities. rather 
than price, although in some branches an 
advance in prices appears, but on the whole 
the number of hands employed, the volume 
of new orders and the amount of work done 
are slowly increasing. Prospects of good 
crops of wheat and cotton helped the grow- 
ing demand from dealers, and ni the money- 
exchange market the large buying of Ameri- 
ean securities has a favorable influence. 
Wheat looks well, and the best trade author- 
ity now estimates the yield at 515,000,000 
bushels, with many State and railroad re- 
turns to support it, The price .ecovered 1% 
cents, after last week's fall of over 4 cents, 
because visible supplies are diminishing.

Bradatreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK. June 11.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that notwithstanding co@, wet 
weather, which checked the distribution of 
merchandise in the spring and early sum- 
mer, depression is giving Way to hopefulness 
for the fall trade. Busines is better than a 
year ago. The volume is larger, and there 
are more people employed than prior to the 
last Presidential election. The movement 
of merchandise of the past five months has 
been disappointing, but jobbers are beginning 
to report fair orders for fall delivery. The 
encouraging features announced this week 
are the improvement in May railroad earn- 
ings and the advance in the price of Besse- 
mer pig iron, although the latter is less sig- 
nificant than some reports indicate. Manu- 
facturers of woolens are more hopeful, the 
outlook for higher prices stimulating specu- 
lative demand for both raw and manufac- 
tured products. Crop prospects, except in 
Oregon and Was\ington, where rain is 
needed, continue favorable. Hot and forcing 
weather with showers throughout the Gulf 
States has had an excellent effect on cotton 
and corn, which has stimulated the demand 
for merchandise. This week's price move- 
ment includes an advance for tea, wheat, 
Indian corn, oats, coffee, sugar and pig iron: 
steadiness on the part of the prints, coal, 
lumber, steel billets, petroleum, pork and 
flour, and declines for cotton, lard, turpen- 
tine and rosin, pointing to a tendency to re- 
verse last month's weakness in quotations. 
There were 256 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, com- 
pared with 197 last week, 234 in the week a 
year ago, 232 two years, 227 three years ago. 
There were 38 business failures reported from 
the Canadian Dominion this week, compared 
wtih 37 last week and 38 in the week a year 
ago. 

Bradstreet's financial review vomorrow will 
Say that not only have advances in quota- 
tions been seen throughout the share list, 
but the market has been mucn more active 
and exhibits a constant tendency to broaden. 
Public participation is increasing, and while 
American stocks have been the culative 
feature in London, there has n a fair 
amount of foreign buying here. Short inter- 
ests in various stocks have been driven to 
cover, and the professional interest mainly 
ranged on the bull side. The combined effect 
of these factors has been to furnish a much 
better buying power than Wall street has 
seen in many months. Evidence is also at 
hand that powerful interests are supporting 
their individual specialities and that big 
pools are active in certain prominent stocks. 
On Friday the market closed well up to the 
highest figures of the mévement which is 
now taking place in Wall street. The move- 
ment is in effect a discounting of the pre- 
sumed favorable effect on business of a 
speedy ending of uncerainty about the tariff. 
The increase in the duties embodied in the 
new sugar clause of the bill over those in 
the original House bill is considered very 
favorable to the American Refinery Company,

The government report indicated a crop of 
winter. and spring wheat together about 
twenty million bushels greater than that of 
the year before, but the trade has about con- 
cluded that, notwithstanding what the goverm- 
ment suggests, the increase at present prom- 
ised is nearer 100,000,000. A reduction of about 
pne million five hundred thousand was the 
general estimate on the vistbie supply. Grass- 


South Dakota, which had a tendency to stop 
the decline for a time and even caused a 
slight reaction, but the impression that the 
increased acreage would more than make 
amends for any injury by the insects was too 
strong for such reports to have anything but 
temporary influence.

‘AN OLD MAN ARRAIGNED FOR 
CRUELTY TO A DOG. 


Two Ladies Injured by Being 
Thrown Ont of a Buggey—Pros- 
pects for an Electric Mail Serv- 
ice—The Dutch Recruit—Notes. 


PASADENA, June 11.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Tom Wright, an old man 
living alone on North Lake avenue, was 
arraigned this afternoon before Justice 
Merriam on the charge of cruelly kill- 

‘ing a dog last Saturday morning. 
Wright pleaded guilty and will be sen- 
tenced tomorrow morning. According 
to his own story the dog had killed two 
of his chickens, and Wright, after beat- 
ing the animal, tied a string to its coi- 
lar and strung it up to the limb of a 
tree. No one witnessed the killing, 
but it appeared evident from Wright's 
own statement that he had shown 
great brutality and that the dog suf- 
fered a lingering death by slow starva- 
tion. Two or three men who were 
working in the vicinity saw the dog 
some hours afterward, still hanging to 
the limb, and to them Wright told what 
he had done. The case was reported 
to the Humane Society, but as there 
was no direct evidence of the offense 
except such statements as Wright had 
made, the officers of the society were 
at first reluctant to act. A complaint 
was finally sworn out by Deputy Con- 
stable Sam Wallis with the result al- 
ready stated. 

Wright is an Englishman and has 
lived by himself for a long time; he 
has frequelty resorted to begging in 
order to get food, and according to his 
own story has often been in absolute 
want. He has received little sympa- 
thy however, because of his reputation 

‘for moroseness and cruelty. 

THE RUNAWAY. 

For several days there has been no 
runaway. This unusual condition could 
not, of course, last long. The monot- 
ony was broken today.

A physi- 
cian was summoned, who attended to 
their injuries, and they were taken to 
their home at the corner of Fair Oaks 
and Illinois street.

The School Fight is On—Grist of the 
Justice Court. 

SAN PEDRO, June 11.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The school fight here 
is on. Both the reform and ring par- 
ties are working hard in a quiet way, 
to further their interests before the 
next meeting of the school board, 
which will take place July 3. Since her 
election to the office of school trustee 
last week, Mrs. Peck has been some- 
what worried as to her ability to’ cope 
with the other trustees, who are Con- 
nor men.

We 
would, therefore, ask that a new prin- 
cipal be procured, and also new teach- 
ers for the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades. We do not make this request 
from any-personal or private motive, 
but simply from a feeling that the 
best interests of our schools will be 
served thereby; as it is a fact well 
known to all who have taken any in- 
terest in the question that there is 
now, and has been for some time, a 
strong feeling of dissatisfaction with 
the management of the schools.” 

The principal, Joe Connor, is the al- 
leged leader of the ring element of San 
Pedro, and it was his head, together 
with the heads of. Mrs. Williams and 
her daughter, Mrs. Oman (the teach- 
ers of the fourth, fifth and _ sixth 
grades) that the constituents of Mrs.

Mrs. Peck is very 
earnest ig her desire to fulfill the ex- 
pectations of those who elected her, 
but as Connor at present is said to 
control the remaining two trustees, J.
